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EXPORT SUMMARY 


Horticultural exports in December 1984 were $205 million, down 3 percent from 
December 1983. Fiscal year (FY) to date (October-December) exports, at $704 
million, were approximately equal to the previous year's performance. Large 
gains in tree nut and onion exports offset declines in export earnings from 
apples, grapefruit, lemons, pears, lettuce and hops. October-December tree 
nut earnings were the highest since FY 1981. The volume of shelled almond 
exports were more than double last year's level. Most of the increase was 
destined for the Soviet Union and West Germany, but exports to other European 
countries and to Japan also increased. Walnut exports recovered from last 
year's low level. Heavy export movement of onions resulted from large sales 
to Japan and Korea, but shipments to Canada, Panama, Singapore and Australia 
were down. Apple exports to the Middle East, Canada, Colombia and Taiwan were 
down sharply. A better showing in Hong Kong and the reopening of the 
Brazilian market were not sufficient to make up for losses elsewhere. 

December produced a $3 million gain in raisin exports because of gains in the 
European Community and Japan. The outlook for horticultural product exports 
during the remainder of FY 1985 has been dampened by the recent freeze in 
Florida which has reduced the exportable supplies of fresh vegetables, 
grapefruit and citrus juices.

MARKET ACCESS 


MARKET ACCESS AND OPPORTUNITIES 


--On December 27, 1984, Japan announced an additional grapefruit juice import 
quota o : metric tons. 1s Increased the total Japanese fiscal year 
1984 (April 1984-March 1985) quota to 6,400 tons, 400 tons higher than JFY 


1983. As in the past, the quotas will be allocated to the following four 
domestic associations of juice manufacturers: 


) Japan Fruit Juice Association (Nihon Kajyu Kyokai). 

) All Japan Soft Drink Industry Association (Zen Sei In). 

) National Federation of Agricultural Cooperatives Association (Zen-Noh). 

) Japan Fruit Juice Agricultural Cooperative Association (Kajya Nokyo Ren). 


--In January, Peru prohibited the importation of wine, a measure aimed at 
protecting a domestic industry and conserving foreign exchange. In 1984 the 
United States exported 12,000 liters (3,000 gallons) of wine worth $21,000 to 
Peru. 


--The European Community has temporarily suspended import restrictions on 
Sweet cherries marinated in alcohol and intended for the manufacture o 
chocolate products. The quota is open January 1-June 30, 1985, during which 
time the usual 32 percent duty will be lowered to 10 percent. The quota was 


allocated among member states with Germany receiving 72 percent of the quota. 
Insufficient Community supplies prompted the action. 


--West Germany is a good and growing market for frozen blueberries, importing 
more than 9,700 metric tons during January-September 1984. The largest 
supplier of frozen blueberries is Canada, with a market share of nearly 
One-third. The U.S. share stood at about 13 percent. According to trade 
sources, about 60 percent of the frozen blueberries imported by West Germany 
are used by the canning industry. Most of the remainder are destined for the 
baking, catering and dairy industries (for fruit yogurt, etc.). Only a small 
percentage is sold directly to the consumer. In general, the West German 
consumer and the processing industry prefer "wild" blueberries because they 
are perceived to be move flavorful than cultivated varieties. This is 
especially important for the baking and dairy industries. Trade sources 
indicate that, for high-quality products, cultivated blueberries are only used 
when not enough wild ones are available, or when the price gap between the two 
is too wide. 
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MARKET PROMOTION ACTIVITIES 


--The second biennial NASDA National Food and Agricultural Exposition will be 
held April 22-24, 1985 in Kansas City, Missouri. This international show, 
co-sponsored by the National Association of State Departments of Agriculture 
and the Foreign Agricultural Service, is specifically designed for exporters. 
It is expected to attract over 1,500 buyers from 76 foreign countries. 
Special features will include an emphasis on value-added products from the 
food and nursery products industries and a seminar, "How to Export to the 
Middle East Market."

COMMODITY UPDATE 


--The U.S. Agricultural Counselor in Tokyo sponsored several American food 
exhibitions in which helped Japanese importers expand their distribution 
of American food products. The exhibitions, held in Kanazawa, Sapporo and 
Nagoya, included over 500 products, drew more than 3,600 Japanese food trade 


representatives, and resulted in over 2,000 new business relationships. 
Additional shows are planned for 1985. 


--As__ anticipated, Taiwan reduced duties on 13 horticultural tariff 
classi ications in January as part of legislation which lowered tariffs 
on over 1,000 items. Horticultural products included are: shelled walnuts, 
inshel] walnuts, sweet almonds, prepared or preserved almonds, shelled or 
inshel] pistachios and filberts, prunes in boxes, prunes in bulk, hops, 
lupulin, canned corn, apple juice, grape juice, cranberry juice, vegetable 
juices, and prepared vegetables (excluding asparagus, mushrooms, tomato juice, 
and baby food preparations). The old and new tariffs for these products can 
be found on page 2 of the September 1984 Horticultural Products circular. 


COMMODITY UPDATE 


--The outlook is bleak for English hop producers because of global surpluses, 
large domestic stocks, increased ae competition and static domestic end 
use. Most English hops are used for bitter beers which are facing stagnating 
demand while lagers take an increased share of the market. Growers are 
attempting to deal with these problems through long term sales contracts and 
efforts to make their market pooling scheme manadatory. Hops output declined 
by 8 percent in 1984, and further declines are likely. Exports in the first 9 
months of 1984 were 1,500 metric tons, with West Germany and Ireland the 
principal destinations. 


--The Tunisian citrus industry is gearing up for increased production and 
exports despite disappointing results during the current season. Citrus 
production in 1984/85 fell 12 percent from a year earlier to 193,000 tons 
because of unfavorable weather during the flowering period. However, a 
recently constructed, irrigation system is expected to boost average yields 
and push the citrus crop to 250,000 tons by 1986. Two-thirds of Tunisia's 
citrus harvest is made up of oranges, almost all blood type, and the balance 
is mostly tangerines and lemons. Tunisian citrus exports, almost entirely 
Oranges, are expected to decline somewhat during the current season to about 
25,000 tons. The Tunisian Government hopes to spur citrus exports in the 
near-term by making subsidized financing available to exporters and by 
providing an export subsidy equivalent to roughly $50 per ton. Shipments to 
France, Tunisia's principal export outlet, are excluded from the export 
subsidy. 


COMMODITY UPDATE 


--The 1984 orange harvest in Sao Paulo Brazil is now estimated at 190 million 
boxes (90 aude each), 5 million boxes above our previous estimate. Early 
season dryness retarded fruit sizing, but this was apparently offset by a 
strong export demand for orange juice which encouraged processors and growers 
to seek maximum fruit utilization. While orange production is significantly 
larger than a year earlier, the 1984 crop is still less than the 1982 
harvest. Favorable growing conditions and excellent grove care point to a 
increase in Sao Paulo's 1985 orange crop, perhaps to 220 million boxes. 
Production of frozen concentrated orange juice (FCOJ) during the current 
processing season is now estimated at 726,000 metric tons at 65° brix 
(equivalent to 250 million gallons at 42° brix) up from the previous 
estimate of 685,000 tons. The additional juice is expected to be shipped to 
the United States to help make up for the shortfall in Florida's production. 
The Brazilian suspension on export registrations, initiated a few days after 
the freeze in Florida last month, remained in place as of February 4. At the 
time of the suspension, export registrations were believed to approximate 
600,000 tons. Brazilian FCOJ exports during marketing year 1984/85 
(July-June) are expected to reach 715,000 tons. Brazil's minimum export price 
remained at $1,800 per ton, when registrations were closed. Actual sales 
prices, however, increased sharply after the freeze in Florida. Brazilian 
juice delivered in the United States is now being quoted at roughly $2,000 per 
metric ton, cif, before payment of duty.

--Spain's citrus crop experienced extensive damage from the January cold wave 
that blanketed most of the Europe. Based on preliminary reports, citrus 
losses are expected to total about 600,000 to 700,000 tons, approximately 20 
percent of the pre-freeze forecast of 3.4 million tons. Losses to oranges and 
tangerines are estimated at 450,000 to 500,000 tons, and losses to lemons at 
150,000 to 175,000 tons. Substantial tree damage is believed to have 
occurred. Total Spanish citrus exports during the current 1984/85 marketing 
season are expected to fall to 1.6 million tons, compared to the pre-freeze 
forecast of 2.2 million. European demand for U.S. citrus should be bolstered 
by the Spanish losses, but increased movement will be moderated by January 
freeze losses in Florida and the strength of the dollar against European 
Currencies.

Comparable data for cucumbers and eggplants are not available. Note that the 
decline in squash plantings is negated by the large amount of damaged 
plantings last season. Even though there was no change in tomato plantings, 
area not yet ready for harvest on December 31 was up 9 percent. Heavy rains 
in late December and again in mid-January caused limited damage in the Los 
Mochis area of Northern Sinaloa and little or no damage in Culiacan, the 
largest producing area. Starting from a six-year low, total private farm 
vegetable and melon plantings in Sinaloa increased 38 percent in 1982/83 and a 
further 15 percent in 1983/84. 


TOMATO PRODUCTS 


WORLD TOMATO PRODUCTS SITUATION 


Production: Production of tomatoes for processing in the major producing 
countries in 1984 is estimated at a record 17.2 million tons, up 15 percent 
from 1983. Although the United States, Mexico, and Greece reduced area 
planted for processing tomatoes, greater yields led to increased production. 
In Israel, late planting due to unfavorable weather caused decreased yields. 
In addition, area planted was lower because of the declining profitability of 
processing tomato production. 


Italy's 1984 processing tomato crop is estimated at a record 5.0 million tons, 
up 14 percent from last season. The EC subsidy has made tomato production 
more profitable in many non-traditional growing areas, particularly Veneto in 
the north and Puglia and Calabria in the South. 


Production was up about 31] percent «in Canada and 24 percent in Greece. 
Mexico's processed production increased due to wind and rain damage to fresh 
tomato production which forced producers to sell a large portion of their 
product to the processing plants. In Taiwan, production is estimated up 71 
percent in 1984. Production in 1985 is expected to decrease due to large 
supplies and lower national targets.

TOMATO PRODUCTS 


Tomato Paste: The 1984 tomato paste pack in ten major countries increased by 
an estimated 18 percent. Much of this increased supply is expected to be 
carried over into the next season. Nevertheless, Spanish, Portuguese, Greek 
and Italian exports may show some growth. Greek and Italian packers have 
quality problems with large portions of this season's pack. Low prices 
induced Israeli packers to suspend export sales of tomato paste for a 
temporary period during 1984, Forty-five percent of Israel's exports went to 
the United States in 1983. Paste output in Mexico and Taiwan in the 1985/86 
season, just beginning in those countries, is expected to decline. 


Canned Tomatoes: Canned tomato production increased about 20 percent in 

: taly, the United States and Spain continued to produce over 90 percent 
of total output. Most of the increase in Italian processing tomato 
production was utilized for canned tomato pack. Supplies of canned tomatoes 
increased about 286,000 tons. More than half of that total is equivalent to 
the expected ending stock level. One-third of total Italian production is 
exported. In Spain production increased by more than a third. Spanish 
processors are not optimistic about exports because of large supplies in other 
processing countries, particularly the United States. 


Government Policies: A 17 to 22 percent reduction in EC processing subsidies 
for most tomato products for the 1984/85 season was compounded by changing the 

basis for the subsidy calculation from a gross weight to net weight basis. 

The change in calculation chopped another 8 to 10 percent, on the average, off 

of the subsidy. Favorable European Currency Unit (ECU) exchange rates 
peneene the decline in terms of Italian lire, Greek drachmae and French 
rancs.

TOMATO PRODUCTS 


The 1984/85 subsidies in France were similar to Italy, but the subsidies in 
Greece were 21 percent lower for paste and 38 to 40 percent lower for canned 
tomatoes. Minimum grower prices in Greece were 14 to 17 percent lower. This 
season the EC will increase the subsidy paid to producers of retail size 
tomato paste packs by 3.75 to 15 percent in order ease their transition to net 
weight calculation system. Probably less than half of the EC's tomato paste 
production is in these smaller size packs. These extra subsidies are to be 
phased out completely after the 1986 season. 


Even though the EC subsidy has been sharply reduced, the post-subsidy price 
paid for processing tomatoes in Italy in 1984 was below that paid in most 
non-EC countries.

U.S. Trade: U.S. tomato paste exports decreased 6 percent in the 1983/84 
season. Shipments to Canada, the largest U.S. market, decreased slightly, 
while exports to secondary markets, such as the Carribbean, Middle East and 
Japan dropped dramatically. Exports to Saudi Arabia declined for tomato paste 
and canned tomatoes, possibly in response to Taiwan's entry into the Middle 
East market. Paste exports in July-December 1984 were 12 percent less than 
the same period last season. 


Canned tomato exports declined 16 percent in 1983/84, with shipments to Canada 
alone down 26 percent. Export volume to Canada and Saudi Arabia continued to 
decline in the first six months of this season. Although tomato sauce exports 
increased slightly in 1983/84, it is expected that they will fall during this 
marketing year. Through December this season, total exports fell 23 percent. 


TOMATO PRODUCTS 


Last season, imports increased for all three commodities compared to the 
1982/83 season. This year, due to increased production in the United States, 
imports should decline. Tomato paste imports from Mexico and Portugal, which 
supplied 61 percent of paste imports in 1983/84, decreased 69 and 35 percent, 
respectively, in the first half of the current season compared with the same 
period in 1983/84. Although canned tomato imports from Italy and Taiwan have 
increased so far this season, total imports are forecast to decline, but by 
less than tomato paste imports. Tomato sauce imports increased 20 percent in 
1983/84. Israel's share fell from 81 percent of the total in 1982/83 to 67 
percent last season. Overall tomato sauce imports are expected to decline in 
1984/85 with Israel holding on to a two-thirds share.

WORLD TREE NUT UPDATE 


Almonds: World almond production in 1984 is expected to exceed the USDA 
September estimate by 4 percent. The increase is attributed to an upward 
revision of the U.S. crop to a record 263,000 metric tons which more than 
offsets smaller than anticipated harvests in Italy, Portugal and Spain. World 
almond supplies are up 27 percent from 1983/84, and the United States is 
holding 78 percent of the total. 


Exports of almonds from Spain are currently lagging last year's and total 
almond exports in 1984/85 are projected to decline nearly 40 percent. Trade 
sources report that the current high export prices for some varieties reflect 
heavy speculation due to the smaller crop rather than active export demand.

So far this season, the United States has proved to be a strong competitor in 
the export market for shelled almonds. Sales in this category during 
July-December 1984 were up 65 percent over last season. Although the average 
unit value in all categories is down, export earnings for all types of almonds 
were 32 percent above the 7/83-12/83 period.

Filberts: Production in the major producing countries dropped well below the 
off-cycle levels previously anticipated and are now forecast 34 percent below 
the 1983 crop. The cyclical downturn in production, coupled with poor weather 
conditions, precipitated a dramatic decline in Italian production (54 
percent). Exports are expected to decline by a similar amount. 


Walnuts: World commercial production was revised down 5 percent from the 
Uctober 1984 estimate and is marginally above the 1983 crop. Adverse weather 
conditions figured prominently in the downward revisions for France, Italy and 
the United States. France's exports for 1984/85 are forecast 65 percent below 
1983/84 levels, while imports are expected to be more than twice the 1983/84 
levels. U.S. export earnings from walnuts so far this season (August-December 
1984) are 33 percent above last season.

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PISTACHIOS 
WORLD PISTACHIO SITUATION 1/ 


Record crops in the United States and Syria boosted 1984 pistachio production 
in the major producing countries, excluding Iran, 12 percent above 1983. 
Estimated production in Iran, the world's foremost supplier of pistachios, was 
28,000, 42,000 and 23,000 metric tons in 1980, 1981 and 1982, respectively. 
Although official production and trade data are unavailable, trade sources 
estimate the 1983 crop at 60,000 tons and the 1984 crop substantially below 
that. Italy and Turkey experienced sharp declines in their 1984 crops due to 
the highly cyclical nature of pistachios. Overall supplies in countries other 
than ed are up 19 percent, and exports are expected to increase about 15 
percent. 


Despite expansion in Greece's pistachio growing area, production has not 
increased accordingly. The majority of pistachio supplies is consumed 
domestically, and negligible quantities are exported, mainly to the European 
Community. Italy's 1984 crop is negligible due to the usual cyclical 
downturn, but Targe carry-in stocks substantially augmented total supplies for 
1984/85. Both imports and exports are expected to increase slightly. 


Favorable weather conditions and new production from trees just beginning to 
bear combined to make Syria's 1984 crop the largest on record. Domestic use 
accounts for most of Syria‘s production as exports are prohibited. Imports of 
shelled pistachios are expected to increase 25 percent in 1984/85 in order to 
keep pace with domestic needs. Although the Government of Syria neither sets 
pistachio prices nor regulates its domestic trade, imports of inshell 
pistachios continue to be banned, and importers are currently waiting for 21 
months before letters of credit can be issued for shelled pistachio imports. 


Turkey's 1984 crop is estimated at half the 1983 level due to an off year in 
the production cycle. These cyclical fluctuations are expected to be less 
drastic as the pistachio growing area continues to expand. In recent years 
prices for pistachios on the domestic market have reportedly increased at a 
very rapid rate, hence, despite ample supplies in 1983, exports remained small. 


The 1984 crop in the United States accounts for 55 percent of total production 
for the five reporting countries. Exports during 1984/85 are expected to fall 
well below earlier estimates because of competition from low-priced Iranian 
nuts. An export increase of about 50 percent from 1983/84 is now forecast. 
Total imports during 1984/85 are expected to double 1983/84 levels, with 
imports from Iran returning to pre-1980 levels. Imports in September-December 
1984 were almost triple 1983 levels with, most of the increase coming from 


Iran.
